One of the best known faces among 
Shelton's Foundation board members is local 
insurance man, Samuel "Bo" fields.

Campaign," the college's first major 
fundraising effort that was held in 1985- 
1 988. He remembers those early days of the 
Foundation when this small group of 
community leaders first went out in support 
of the college.

ALABAMA BUREAU OF TOURISM AND 
TRAVEL ESTABLISHES OFFICE AT 
SHELTON 

Shelton State Community College and the 
Alabama Bureau of Tourism and Travel 
finalized arrangements for the Bureau to 
have an office on the college's Fifteenth 
Street Campus. The purpose of the new 
arrangement will be to offer Shelton students 
the opportunity to intern with the Alabama 
Bureau. Shelton Travel and Tourism 
director Terry Merritt has worked with Terri 
Denard, assistant director of the Alabama 
Tourism and Travel Bureau in establishing 
the cooperative agreement. 

A coordinator, Paul Lawrence, has been 
hired by the Bureau. He will work with the 
student interns to coordinate the 1-800- 
ALABAMA telephone number. At the end 
of each day, data received from callers from 
all 50 states and a number of foreign 
countries will be uploaded to the 
Montgomery office for next day mail out of 
brochures and other materials. During peak 
advertising season in the fall and spring, 
approximately four to six Shelton student 
interns will assist Mr. Lawrence with the 
calls. This project, according to Merritt, 
will allow our students to learn about 
tourism in the state as well as experience 
tourism on an international basis. 

FLIGHT ATTENDANT TRAINING AT 
SHELTON 

THIS FALL SHELTON WILL OFFER 
TWO COURSES IN FLIGHT 
ATTENDANT TRAINING. These 
courses, Flight Attendant Procedures I and 
Flight Attendant Procedures II, WILL BE 
OFFERED DURING THE DAY AND 
DURING THE EVENING HOURS. 

The courses are intended for people who 
are interested in becoming flight attendants 
as well as for people who are just interested 
in learning more about commercial aircraft. 



Flight Attendant Procedures I is a basic 
course which includes identifying various 
types of commercial aircraft, safety rules and 
FAA regulations, safety and evacuation 
procedures. Flight Attendant Procedures II 
continues where the first course leaves off. 

Instructors for the courses are two former 
flight attendants, Ann Whiteside and Rita 
Jones who, for many years, flew for Delta 
Air Lines. Both women are now married 
and live in Tuscaloosa. Working together, 
they are completing the first Flight Attendant 
textbook that will be used in colleges across 
the United States. The book consists of 1 6 
chapters that includes photos, drawings, and 
layouts of various aircraft along with 
interesting stories about their past flying 
experiences.
